OTTAWA.  Feb  24  (CP).— Fit.  Sgt. 
Boo  Spence,  of  Highgate.  Ont., 
and  an  Australian  crewmate,  Sgt. 
Johnny  Woods,  existed  on  radiator 
water  from  wrecked  trucks  and 
canned  foods  found  In  the  debris 
as  they  tramped  more  than  500 
miles  arroM  desert  sands  before 
arriving  safely  back  within  British 
lines  In  the  Middle  East 

The  story  of  their  trip  is  related 
by  P O.  Ouy  Yates.  D.P.M..  of  Delta. 
Ont..  in  an  RC  A F.  overseas  press 
dispatch  released  tonight  by  air 
force  headquarter*.  Yates  pilot  of 
a Wellington  bomber,  has  returned 
to  England  after  finishing  his  tour 
of  operations  in  the  Middle  East. 

**I  saw-  Spence  and  Woods  m the 
middle  of  November,  just  before  I 
left  for  England,"  said  Yates.  • They 
looked  like  a couple  of  bags  of  bone* 
after  their  harrowing  experience. 
But  what  can  you  expect  from  such 
walking  and  diet? 

• They  were  on  a Tobruk  raid  when 
it  happened  " Yates  continued.  "One 
engine  packed  up  near  Tobruk. 
They  lost  height,  and  were  down  to 
800  feet  when  they  were  forced  to 
ball  out  near  Solium.  It  was  In 
enemy  hands  then  Four  of  the 
crew  got  together,  and  decided  , to 
make  the  long  hike  eastwards. 

"One  had  a damaged  ankle,  and 
another  could  not  keep  up.  so 
Spence  and  Wood  got  them  to  the 
railway  tracks  where  they  would  be 
1 eked  up  by  the  enemy  and  taken 
rare  of.  What  a trip  they  had  abend 
of  them! 

"Luckily | there  were  innumerable 
wTecked  cars  and  trucks  Uttered 
around  the  desert.  They  probably 
wouldn't  have  been  able  to  hold  out 
otherwise.  Thev  prowled  around  th* 
wreckage  and  salvaged  bully  beef 
and  other  tinned  food  which  par- 
tially kept  them  nourished  Radi- 
ator water  tanl  a plea.-ant  thought, 
but  It  was  a big  help. 

"Often  they  caught  glimpse*  of 
the  enemy  forces,  and  had  to  pro- 
ceed with  caution  for  fenr  of  cap- 
ture."
